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The Official Action mailed December 4, 2003 has been received and its contents 
carefully noted. Filed concurrently herewith is a Request for Two Month Extension of 
Time, which extends the shortened statutory period for response to May 5, 2003. 
Accordingly, the Applicant respectfully submits that this response is being timely filed. 

The Official Action contends that the Information Disclosure Statement filed 
November 26, 2001, fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.98(a)(2). The Applicant respectfully 
disagrees. Please note that the present application is a Division (DIV) of copending 
application Serial No. 08/219,853, filed March 30, 1994, now U.S. Patent 6,383,327, 
which is a Continuation (CON) of Serial Nos. 07/807,747, 07/442,453 and 07/136,567, 
filed December 17, 1991, November 30, 1989 and December 22, 1987, respectively, all 
of which are now abandoned. Under 37 CFR 1.98(d)(1), the Applicant is permitted to 
rely on an earlier submission of prior art in a parent application if the "earlier application 
is properly identified in the Information Disclosure Statement and is relied on for an 
earlier effective filing date under 35 U.S.C. 120." The above-referenced applications 
are properly identified in the Information Disclosure Statement, and the application data 
sheet of the present invention show that the present application claims the benefit of 
priority from the above-referenced applications. As such, the Applicant respectfully 
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submits that the IDS fully complies with 37 CFR 1.98 and should be considered by the 
Examiner. If there are any particular references that cannot be located by the Examiner 
in the above-referenced applications, the Applicant requests that such references be 
specifically identified in a subsequent communication so that Applicant can provide 
further copies of these references for consideration. 

Claims 2-9 are now pending in the present application, of which claims 2, 4, and 
7 are independent. For the reasons set forth in detail below, all claims are believed to 
be in condition for allowance. 

The Official Action rejects claim 3 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
asserting that the claim is indefinite. Independent claim 2 recites, "a first layer 
comprising silver," and dependent claim 3 recites "wherein said first layer is formed by 
applying a conductive paste over the glass substrate." Therefore, in both claims 2 and 
3, the first layer comprises at least silver. In claim 3, the first layer is formed from a 
conductive paste. Claim 2/3 does not include a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within a broad range or limitation, but rather recite two different limitations directed tot 
he recited first layer. As such, the Applicant respectfully submits that claim 3 is definite. 
Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112 is in 
order and respectfully requested. 

Paragraph 1 of the Official Action rejects claims 2 and 3 as obvious based on the 
combination of U.S. Patent 4,385,976 to Schuster-Wolden et al. and U.S. Patent 
6,040,056 to Anzaki et al. Paragraph 2 of the Official Action rejects claims 4-9 as 
obvious based on the combination of Schuster-Wolden, Anzaki, and U.S. Patent No. 
4,680,226 to Takeda. The Official Action appears to rely on a disclosure in Anzaki 
relating to J P-A-63- 187399, which may also be found as JP1 98801 87399. 

The Applicant respectfully traverses the rejection because Anzaki and JP '399 
are not available as prior art against the present invention. The Applicant respectfully 
submits that the filing date of Anzaki is May 29, 1997. Although Anzaki makes 
reference to JP '399, JP '399 corresponds with JP2037326, published February 7, 
1990. The effective U.S. filing date of the subject application is December 22, 1987. 
Therefore, Anzaki, JP '399 and JP '326 are not available as prior art against the present 
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invention. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) is in order and respectfully requested.
